LOSS TO UNIONISTS. 


Brilliant Parliamentarian Did Not 
Look Very Promising at First, But 
Britain Soon Learned His Calibre— 
-Is a Wonderful Debater, But Can 


Never Remember Figures and 
Requires Prompting. 
With Mr. Balfour's disappearanea 


from his old place on the front beneh 
and his resignation of the leader- 
ship means, of course, that he will 
be Jess frequent in attendance than 
usual—there disappears the most win- 
ning personage in modern polities, 
and the most successful practitioner 
of the political art in a period con- 
spicuously rich in political talent. 

It is interesting to recall the steps 
whereby he gained his extraordinary 
ascendancy: in the House of Commons.

At 
th. sume time Mr, Balfour exchang- 
ed his seat at Hertford for a noisy 
one at Manchester, In the following 
year, after having been Secretary for 
Seotland for a few months, came the 
turning point in his career, To the 
surprise of the entire world, he was 
announced as Chief Secretary for Tre- 
land. 

The death, in 1891, of Mr. W. H. 
Smith opened his way to the leader- 
ship of the House of Commons. By 
that time the country knew enough 
of his powers to accept him with hope- 
ful enthusiasm. He justified that con- 
fidence. 

British Parliamentary annals con- 
tain the records of few more keenly 
contested fights than that between 
himseli and Mr. Gladstone in the long- 
drawn -dehates on the great’ Liberal 
leader's Home Rule bill. With un- 
failing generosity Mr, Gladstone, both 
in public and private, accorded the 
highest praise to the courage and the 
tactiul resource of his opponent. When 
in 1902 Lord Salisbury. rather unex- 
pectedly handed in his resignation it 
was universally recognized that Mr. 
Balfour was his one possible succes- 
sor. , 
More than once Mr. Balfour showed 
how to place the intereats of England 
| above the advantage of party. Party 
linterests might have counselled resig- 
nation when the Tariff Reform con- 
troversy arose. Mr. Balfour stood at 
his post because a change of Govern. 
ment and « heated election might 
have exerted «a deplorable influence at 
a moment when Russia and Japan 
were at war. 

Patience and fidelity to duty were 
the qualities which Mr, Balfour dis- 
AR in his last Premiership. Aftec

Industrial Acciden:s in January, 1912 

There were 86 fatal and 214 non- 
fatal industrial accidents recorded by 
by the Department of Labor during 
January, 1912. This is a more fav- 
orable showing than in the correspond- 
ing month of 1911, but less favorable 
than in December, 1911. Twenty-three 
men were killed in the railway service 
and fourteen in mining. Of the non- 
fatal accidents, the largest number 
was also in the railway service, name- 
ly, fifty-six, and the second largest in 
the metal trades namely, 51. The 
most serious disasters of the month 
were the derailment of a wrecking 
train by a snowslide near Revelstoke, 
B.C., in which a brakeman and three 
sectionmen were killed, and a prema- 
ture explosion of dynamite on Cana- 
dian Northern constuction work north 
of Nipigon, Ont., by which two lab- 
orers were killed and five injured. A 
fireman and a brakeman were killed in 
a head-on collision near Brockville, 
Ont. ste 


Cyst of Living Unprecedentedly High 
The Department of Labors price 
record for January shows the general 
price !evel the highest known probably 
within the present generation, cer- 
tainly since the early eighties. Since 
the middle of June last a pronounced 
and continuous upward movenient has 
been in progress, and though there 
was a short breathing spell in Decem 
ber, January now shows the highest 
level of all. The Departments index 
number which is based on the obser- 
vation of fluctuation s in 261 commod- 
ities selected for their representative 
character rose to 131.0 in January, 
that is, general prices were 31 per 
cent hig.her in that month than was 
the average for tiie decade 1890-1899, 
which is taken by the Department as 
the standard of comparison in con- 
structing its number. Compared with 
prices in 1897, the lowest year in the 
past quarter century, prices are now 
at least 45 per cent. higher. The 
recent rise is particularly serious 
from the cost of living standpoint in 
as much as it is due to industrial ex- 
pansion having enhanced the price of 
materials, while the reported short- 
age in the worlds crop has prod:--* 
a like effect on the price of foodstuffs.

TO PORT ON HUDSON BAY 


Eastern Province is Given Strip of Land Five Miles Wide 
For Continuance of Her Government Railway--- 
Will Also Have Ten Mile Water Front 


Ottawa.—In the extended territory 
of Manitoba the demands of Ontario 
have not been forgotten, as the an- 
souncement made by Premier Borden 
in the house during the discussion of 
the resolution demonstrated. On- 
tario will nat have a port on Hudson 
Bay, but she will be granted ‘a. strip 
of land 6 miles wide, for the continu- 
ance of her government railway to 
that port, and a 10 mile water -front 
along the mouth of the Nelson. This, 
in effect, was the gist of the announ- 
cement made By the premier, an an- 
nouncement which has refulted in 
_much comment throughout the corri- 
ders. It was reported several days 
ago that Ontario would be satisfied 
by the granting of a right-of-way to 
the bay, but that province has been 
granted more. She has been granted 
9, subsidy of land, not 200 feet, the 
right-of-way width, put 5 miles wide, 
which will extend “for nearly 100 
miles, and which will involve sub- 
stantially a grant of land of 3,200 
rota to the mile, or of 220,000 acres 
in all. ;

TO BENEFIT THE SETTLER \ 


Encourage Homesteaders to Acquire 
More Property 

Ottawa—Hon. Robert Rogers is 
contemplating certain changes in 
homestead regulations that will tan: 
to make the regulations more «lastic 
so far as homestcaders arc concerned 
and aim to benefit the saicler who 
enters the country with smail capital. 

Robert Cruise, M.P., of Dauphin 
has been advocating sin: his arrival 
In the house. this session, an arrange- 
ment whereby men settling on scrit 
lands such as are open f). homestead 
purposes east uf Lake Wiuntpeg he 
not required to break up the same 
amount of land each year us is re- 
quired of the prairie settl-r. 

Cruise points out that whercas 
prairie breaking may be don? for $4 
an acre, it costs from $10 to $10 an 
acre to break up scrub land. As the 
regulations stand at present, there 
fore, much more is required financial- 
ly of a scrub homesteader than of a 
prairie homesteader, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the former should receive 
more encouragement than the latter. 

The suggestion of Cruise is that 
improvement be capitalized and that 
the regulation of the amount be bas- 
ed accordingly. In this manner, the 
usual 30 acres would not be required 
of a man who settled on scrub land. 

It is believed that another change 
contemplated is in connection with 
homesteads taken by farmers owning 
land adjacent. At present a man is 
allowed to live on his farm and home- 
stead at some distance away, provid- 
ed that his payments on the original 
property are up to date. It has been 
asked that the arrangement go fur- 
ther and that if the owner of the 
land is making +his payments to the 
satisfaction of the man from whom 
he purchased it, whether he is up to 
date or not, he be allowed to have a 
second homestead,

000,000 to Build Western Ra 
Edmonton, Alta—A French syndi- 

cate incorporated under the name of 

the Pacific and Peace River Railway 

Development Syndicate is completing 

the organization of a railway com- 

pany capita'ized at $5,000,000, this 
capital being subscribed exclusively 
in France. 

The purpose of the company is to 
build a railway from Dunvegan to 
Bellacoola, B.C., the route ' followed 
being the shortest from Peace River 
to the Pacific. A federal charter was 
granted last year to the syndicate by 
the Dominion Government and gives

AVIATION FLEET FOR BRITAIN 


England Is To Compete With France 
an¢-Qermemny in Aeroplanes. 

London.—Great_ Britain contem- 
plates competing with France and 
Germany in building up an aviation 
fleet. It is expected that the forth- 
coming estimates will contain a lib- 
eral provision for the purchase of 
aeroplanes. Ten have already been 
ordered ard before summer the arn, 
will possess from 24 to 30, which will 
be built to meet the requirements of 
the army.

M. Millerand, the French minister of 
war, that $4,400,000 would be expend-

TO PREVENT EMIGRATION , 


Official Action Being Taken to Pre- 
vent People of the Western 
States Flocking to Canada. 

Washington.—With the co-opera- 


| tion of more than 25 states, the fed- 


eral authorities have entered upon a 
systematic campaign to prevent the 
emigration of persons from the Unit- 
ed States to Canada. Jt is estimated 
that 7.500 farmers went to northwest 
Canada between July 1, 1910, and 
July 1, 1911, and hundreds of thous- 
ands before that time. To divert emi- 
gration to different parts of the Unit- 
ed States the department of com- 
merce is co-operating with the state 
dearptment of agriculture and bure- 
aus of immigration. 


RUSH TO ALBERTA 
Premier Sifton Expects 100,000 New 

Settlers During the Present Year 

Toronto.—Premier A. lL, Sifton, of

Ottawa.—The price paid by Canada 
during the past ten years, through 
the department of the interior, for the 
encouragement of desirable settlers 
to come to her shores is estimated at 
$8,402,598, That the department has 
been fairly impartial during that time 
in the amounts spent for this purpose 
toward the settling of the various pro- 
vinces of the Dominion is evident 
from the statistics of cost by province 
which, with other figures, were sup- 
plied on request in the house recent- 
ly. Ontario claims the largest amount 
it is true, this province having $69,- 
656.51 to her credit in obtaining set- 
tlement, Manitoba comes a close se- 
cond. due to the fact that Winnipeg 
is the centre of dispersion for the 
entire west. The sum of $60,031.22 
is placed against that province for 
the ten years. From 1902 to 1905 
Alberta and Saskatchewan are class- 
ed together, the sum of $27,762.55, 
having been spent in their interests 
during that time. Following the !at- 
ter year up to the present, $34,347.68 
has been expended in the interests 
of Saskatchewan, and $39,424.40 in 
the interests of Alberta: Quebec has 
the sum of $49,874.56 placed against 
it, this large sum being due partly to 
the fact that the cities of Quebec and 
Montreal are the landing places for 
the majority of the immigrants from 
Europe and the British Isles, British 
Columbia is credited with $36,130.81, 
while the Maritime provinces are res- 
ponrible for the expenditure of $14,- 
310.79, i 

In the British Isles the sum of $1,- 
768,031.11 has been expended during 
the ten years in agency work, adver:

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON X.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
MARCH 10, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Mark |, 29-48, 
Memory Verses, 40, 41—Golden Text, 
Matt. viil, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The events of this lesson, the heal- 
ing of the fever stricken and all man: 
ner of diseased people and spirit pos: 
sessed people and the healing of 
a leper, are all samples of the king- 
dom which was at hand, but which did 
Bot come because they would not 
have Him. Verse 39 of our lesson 
summarizes it briefly, “He preached 
in their synagogues throughout all 
Galilee and cast out demons.” It is 
more fully stated in Matt. iv, 23, 
“And Jesus went about all Galilee, 
teaching in their synagogues and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of sickness 
and-all manner of disease among the 
people.” It was predicted by the 
prophets that in the kingdom the 
blind would see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and n> one complain because of sick- 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Iga, xxxifi, 24; xxxv, 6, 6). It was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
together (Isa, xi, 6-9; Ixv, 25), No 
one seems to expect these last men- 
tioned things until Jesus shall come 
again, but many are wondering why 
they cannot be healed of all diseases 
even though the kingdom has not 
come. They ask often complainingly, 
“Is not the tody as well as the soul 
included in the atonement?” Yes; 
the great atonement will reach the 
body, too, and in the resurrection 
these bodies of our humiliation will 
be fashioned like His glorious body, 
but till then we must wait patiently 
in strength or weakness, as He may 
in His infinite love and wisdom 
decide. Some are healed by His hand 
without a physician and some by His 
blessing upon the physician's skill 
and medicine, while some continue 
in weakness, and many are passing 
out from the mortal body. The truly 
devout soul says under all circum: 
stances, “Even so, Father,” and re 
Joices in the perfect will of God. 

Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of 
His going from the synagogue to the 
home of Simon and Andrew, where 
Simon's wife's mother lay sick of a 
fever. He took her by the hand, re- 
buked the fever, and immediately she 
was well and ministered to them. 
Compare the ministry of angels in 
verse 13, Think of Samuel as a little 
boy ministering to the Lord (I Sam, 
fli, 1) and let all our service be “unto 
the Lord” and “hefore the Lord.” 
Possibly more might be healed if He 
saw that they would minister unto 
Him, for He ig seeking in every way 
to bring people unto Himself that He 
may fill them with His fullness (Ex, 
xix, 4; I Pet. fii, 18). 

Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner 


of diseared. and demon possessed peo: ~ 


ple being brought to Him to be heal- 
ed, and it is written here and in the 
;parallel accounts in Matthew and 
Luke that He laid His hands on every 
one of them and healed them (Luke 
fv, 40); that He cast out the spirits 
with His word and healed all that 
were sick, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoke by Isalah the pro- 


phet, saying. “Himself took our in- 
firmities and bare our sicknesses” 
(Matt. vill, 16, 17; Isa, Mil, 4). If 


they had only received Him as their 
Messiah the Lord would have made 
bare His holy arm in the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the sal 71- 
tion of our God (Isa. lil, 10), but he- 
cause He fs still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn. He needs no testimony from 
His adversaries, so He suffered not 
the demons to speak even though 
they said, “Thou art Christ, the Son 
of God.”

The four lepers of Samaria should 
put us to shame with their words:

peace” (II Kings vii, 9). Our lesson 
chapter closes with the record of a 
healed leper who published and blaz- 
ed abroad the fact of his being heal- 
ed so widely that Jesus had to stay
